ADMIRAL NELSON’: VIGTORY. 
When the very important intelligence of Apmrrat 
Netson’s unequalled victory arrived here yefterday, 
every eye beamed with the exultation and joy which 
infpired the heart.—In the forenoon a round of the 
great guns was fired from the caltle; and frou) the fhips 
and battery at Leith, All the voluotesr corps drew 
up in Burntsfield links,. and fired a feu de joye, as did 
the Mid-Lothian artillery, The mufio bells were fet a 
ringing, which continued all day; ‘in the evening a 
brilliant illumination took place in the city and neigh- 
bourhood, and the great bells were rung. Thedtreets were 
crawded with company to view the illuminations, which 
were remarkably brilliant ; and many fancifal devices, 
expreflive of the happy event were difplayed, bywiewbpale 
of the citizens, 
Similar rejoicings took place at Teith. 1 
It appears that the information brought to this coun- 
try by the French paper Redactgur, was perfectly true.

It will be feen from the 
official account, that this brave action was ‘attended with 
the lofs of a very confiderable numbér of officers and 
men on board the Bellerophon. It was by the blowing 
up of L’Orient that fo many officers and men on board 
the ig tg were killed and wounded. 

On Tuefday, JMiniftry publithed the following in- 

formation. 
Buonaparte was at Cairo, completely at variance with 
all his officers, who are difcontented with the expedition. 
The foldiers are all fickly, and poifoned with the 
waters of the country. 

The Grand Scignior is making-every effort.to collect 
a force to. cut off all his fupplies. ste 
Buowaparte’s difpatches are taken. 

We underftand that thefe difpatches flated to. the 
Directory, that without reinforcements it would be im- 
pofhble for him to proceed, or even to maintain his po-

On board L’Orient was the whole treafure taken by 
the French at Malta, which was very confiderable. 
The whole of the tranfports which ‘accompanied the 
French fleet to Alexandria had been fet on fire by the 
Britith fleet, and were burning when the Mutine came 
away.—Sun.
